to decide that a Judge was beyond criticism; 
that, no matier how unjust a Judge might or 
whatever influence might have been applied to 
jurors, the fact that they were a Judge and 
jurors placed them beyoud public complaint or 
punishmeng for their evil doings. The speaker 
cited the cases of the unjust Judges of New 
York, of whose Presence the Bench of that city 
had been puritied through the instrumentality of 
the press of the city. He asked if the Court 
would give a decision in this case which would 
virtually hinder the public from any future e- 
course against evil es or Grand Juries, if 
such there should be. Admitting that all these 
article were true, was Mr. Storey to be pun- 
ished for telling the truth? The whole com- 
munity knew that juries were frequently made up 
of wicked and incompetent men, and this bad 
long been a matter of complaint in this city. 
Would it be a contempt of Court if a newspaper 
which learned of the bribery of a juror were 10 
publish the fact in his newspaper next morning ? 

The speaker then read the article entitled 

“ DISREPUTABLE VENGEANCE.” 
With regard to it he held that there was not a 
word in the whole article which reflected upon 
the official integrity of the Grand Jury. It 
merely held that they had been induced to 
gratify revenge—that some person had procured 
them to gain revenge for the Sunday article. 
It it was true that some person did use the 
Grand Jury tor this purpose, was it a contempt 
to publish the fact in a newspaper ? 
he next article read by the epeaker was that 

on the pardon of Cullen. With regard to it he 
asked if it was a contempt of Colfirt to publish a 
charge that uo one having mouey had ever got 
sent to Joliet? The speaker acknowledged that 
it was avery improper thing to say, but the 
question was whether it was a coptempt of Court 
or not. 

There was only one article more worthy of 
reading, several little articles not beint}—— 


The Court—I would be very much pleased if 


you would be kio¢ enough to read 
THOSE LITTLE ARTICLES * 
and explain them. 5 

Mr. Goudy read the little articles, which he 
characterized as not being charges against the 
Grand Jury or any of its members. There was 
an imsiuuacion in the article that the majority of 
its members were uuder outside influence. 

The Court Don't you understand that the 
article insinuaces that there are bummers and 
male strumpets on the Grand Jury? 

Mr. Reed— And scalawags ? 

Mr. Goudy—I do. But 1 do not see where the 
contempt of Court comes in. 1 don't know 
exactly what a male stiumpet is, but, as all agrts 
of men get on juries, I have no doubt that some 
of that do occasionally serve. 

Mr. Goudy read the article beginning: The 
Times is disposed to regard,” which, by 
negation, charges the Gand Jury with 
éwodry misdemeanors, and s said that 
of course there was nothing in the article reflect- 
ing upon anybody, unless it was written in sar- 
cosm and meant exactly the opposite of what it 
seid. Supposing, for the purpose of discussion, 
that the allegations were true, where was the cou- 
tempt for publishing it in the newspaper? The 
point of the arcicle was very clear, that these in- 
dictments were maliciously procured to be re- 
turned by a Grand Jury to secure revenge upon 
the editor. The Court might be of opinion that 
the articles were indecorous and libellous, but 
that had nothing to do with the question before 
the Court, which should remember that great 
caution would require to be exercised lest great- 
er contempt might be brotight upon the law 
than could pe dove in a newspaper article. 
the fact that the editor denied that he had any 
malicious intent should have due weight with 


against their will, and the law for punishing for 
constructive ag should be tenfold more 
rigidly enforced in their case than in that of the 
Judge who ts attacked. The latter could resign 
if ha did not like the jons of newspapers, 
but Me former could not. It had been said that 
there was no cause before thé Grand Jury when 
they were attacked, but the respondent could 
not dodge the issue inghis way. The attack was 
made upon them as a body; they were in session 
from day to day, and it was a flagrant contempt 
of Court to hold them up to public hatred and 
contempt, aod was calculated to deter them 
from just action in deciding upon cases to be 
brought before their notice. The calling a man 
a male strumpet” wo deter a man— 
unless he were 4 Cromwell or a Napoleon 
the Jir om Going, his duty, and 
was clearly acontempt. It was probable that 
in the brain of the man who originated the arti- 
cles they did not seem to be libelous, but that 
was because hess a man lost to all sense of de- 
cency. Away with the statement that this was 
not an imoutatéon upon the Grand Jury! 

Mr. Reed read portions of the more vitupera- 
tive ai ticles, and asked whether they were not 

THE VILEST LANGUAGE * 
which gould be applied to them. To apply te 
the Court the accusation that he was in the 
babit of taking bribes to 148 people off in the 
court was not more of a contempt than to cast 
euch slurs over a Grand Jury. What would the 
effect of this kind of maligning be? Simply 
that in the future no man would & willing to 
sorve upon a Grand Jury with honesty for fear 
that he and his family might suffer from the at- 
tacks of this newspaper, 

With regard to the editorial on 

THE CULLEN MATTER, 
it was a dampably untrue editorial, and so the 
writer knew when he wrote it. 

Mr. Ricaby—I was down at Springfield at that 
time on that business. 

Mr. Reed then referred to a member of the 
Grand Jury, Gen. Frank Sherman, and tasked if 
such aman as he should be held up to public 
contempt and hatred as he had been 
without euch protection as the Court 
was empowered to provide him with. 
It was a matter of congratulation that this ‘ib- 
timidation did not have the effect of deterring 
the Grand Jury in their work, and he hoped that 
the Court would let himself be governed by the 
law of the State, and would show himeelf ready 
to punish such contempts of court. He citecł an 
twaginary case of a man who proferred to go to 
jail to serving on a Grand Jury where he was 
liable to have his character biasted if he did not 
conduct his examination of cases just as the 
Times wished him to. 

The counsel for Mr. Storey had freely intimat- 


ed, in quoting their authorities, that three 
Judges who had punished parties for contemp: 


had subsequeutly narrowly escaped impeach- 


ment. He would not say that this had been dove 
with a view to threateding the Court, but at any 


rate the intimation had been made. . 

In conciusion, he said that be believed he had 

shown that it was

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TRAIN ACCIDENTS. 

The train acdidents on the Chicago roads dur- 
ing the month of February were as follows: 

On the night of the 1st, an express-train on 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy struck a 
broken frog at Meriden, III. The engine passed 
over, but all the rest of the train left the rails, 

On the afternoon of the 2d, the mail-train on 
the Chicago & Michigan Lake Shore Road ran 
off the track near St. Joseph, Mich., during a 
heavy snow-storm. 

On the night of the 3d, near Oswego; II., on 
the Fox River Valley Braneh of, the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, several cars of 4 
freight-train were thrown from track by 
the breaking of a truck, and some of them fell 
upon the ice which covered the Fox River. 

Very early on the morning of the 4th, a passen- 
ger-train ou the Lake Shore & Michigan Sonth- 
ero Road was thrown from the track in East 
Buffalo. N. I., by ice which had gollected ia a 
frog. 

Karly on the morning of the 4th the first sac- 
tion of an East-bound freight train on the Pi 
burg, Cincinuati & St. Louis Road struck a 
broken rail pear Cadis Junction, O., and the five 
rear cars ran off the track and were badly broken 
up, injuring & boy fataily and two train-men 
badly. A few minutes afterwards the second 
section came up at a good speed and ran into the 
wreck, and tiie engine and thirteen cars were 
pilea ap on the track and broken up. The track 
was cleared im five hours. 

On the afternoon of the 4th there was a but- 
ting-collision between two ger-trains on 
the Southwestern Division of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, near Eldon, Ia., by which both 
engines wero badly . and several cars 
damaged.

ANDREW JOHNSON. 

The country will read with regret and dis- 
gust the speech made in the Senate on Moy, 
day by Axnnaw Jonxson. The speech was 
both in matter and manner unworthy of the 
occasion, unworthy of the Senate, and un- 
worthy of the man who had held the office of 
President of the United States. Ontside of 
the limited circle of bar-room politicians and 
vulgar extremists, it will meet with very little 
countenance or respect. 

Anprew Jomnson was elways at logger- 
heads with his own party. He was am bi- 
tious, but the leaders of that party held him 
in contempt personally, and only tolerated 
him politically because he was a necessi- 
ty in the always closely-contested State of 
Tennessee. He was allowed to be elected 
Governor of the State in order to get him 
out of Congress, and subsequently he was 
elected to the Senate as a choice between him 
and a member of the opposite party. In the 
Senate he was snubbed by the Democratic 
leaders, and gttained no prominence in that 
body until, in the fight between him and the 
Democratic leaders, he declared himself op- 
posed to secession, opposed to rebellion, and 
in favor of the Union. At the November 
election in 1860 he had supported BRxcx- 
END, the Disunion candidate for Presi- 
dent, and opposed Dovexas, the Union-Dem- 
ocratic candidate. | 
He was then, aftér the War had progressed 
far enough to allow the Union troops under 
Grant to drive the Rebel armies out of 
Tennes#e, selected by President Laiycoxn as 
Military Governor of Tennessee. Holding this 
office under a Republican President, he made 
himself conspicuous as a severe and relentless 
ruler of the disaffected whites of Tennessee. 
He in time offered to the colored people of 
Tennessee to become their Mosrs,” and 
lead them ouf of the land of bondage to that 
of freedom. So strong and ultra was he in his 
Republicanism that he was selected in 1864 
by the Republican National Convention as a 
candidate for Vice-President, and was that 
year elected with Mr. Linéoty. The country 
was shocked at the exhibition he made of 
himself when, on the 4th of March, 1865, he 
took the chair as President of the Senate and 
made that maudlin, incoherent speech about 
himself. Five weeks later, he sacceeded as 
President of the United States, when he re- 
newed and repeated all his extravagant de- 
nunciations eo the Rebels, whom he swore 
should be made to talte back seats. 

During 1863-6 he undertopk to reconstruct 
the Southern States, wittpat authority of 


law, after a fashion of his own, and his plan 


has passed into history by the name he gave 
to it—‘* My policy.” When Congress met in 
1865 there was intense dissatisfaction. 
Jounson’s scheme practically remanded the 
colored race to slavery. This led to a con- 
flict between Congress and the President, in 
which Jounson was wont to make speeches 
from te déor-steps of the Executive Mansion, 
denouncing both branches of Congress gener- 
ally, and many Senators and members by 
e in the most scandalous terms. Hd ar- 
fh against Congress, vetoing every 
that was inconsistent with his pro- 

slavery policy. 

In 1866 he appealed from Congress to the 
people, and made the memorable ‘‘ swing- 
round-the-circle” tour through the United 
States, in which he spoke at every cross-road, 
every railroad-station, and every town and 
aity where he stopped. His speeches on these 
occasions were made up of a general denun- 
ciation of Congress, an advocacy@f “my 
policy,” ahd his old sftreotyped apostrophe 
to the Constitution and the flag, — both of 
which he commended to the care of the 
people, The bad temper, intemperance, and 
often vulgarity,- displayed in these speeches 
aroused thé indignation and disgust of the 
whole nation, and at the elections of that year 
my policy was almost unanimously repu- 
diated by the country. ® 

His Accidency, however, was persistent. 
He’ entered upon a personal contest with 
Congress. He vetoe@ every act of Congress 
looking to reconstruction, and did whatever 
he could to defeat them; and all these of- 
ficial acts were accompanied by personal 
speeches and letters. in which, with gregt 
vituperation, he denounced everybody op- 
posed to his pro-slavery policy. In New Or- 
leans, a State Convention which had framed 
the State Constitution was called together by 
the Chairman to consider the expediency of 
proposing to the people certain amendments. 
On the day the Convention met the hall was 
surrounded by the armed police and an grmed 
banditti, and a massacre took place af the 
most revolting character. Gen. Smerman 
was sent there, dispersed the banditti, and 
restored peace, but at the time, for months 
after, and at this day, Jonson justified the 
massacre, denouncing the proposed Conven- 


tion as having attempted revolution! 


All this resulted finally in the impeach- 
ment of the President by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and he escaped conviction by a 
single vote. The few Republican Senators 


who ‘voted to acquit him were all, except 


those who died, put aside by theinconstitu- 


_ ents forever.

For Axprew Jounson, at this time, to 
open anew in the American Senate the 
forgotten issues of 1866, and to renew 
the disgraceful tirades of that day on all 
who opposed him,-and to take the op- 
portunity of his reappearance in the Sen- 
ate as an occasion to deal out his bad gram- 
mar and peculiar rhetoric in personal denun- 
ciation of the President, was a piece of im- 
pudence and blackguardism that nothing in 
his past history can palliate or excuse. 

The fact that when he was President he 
was not restrained by the character of his 
high office, nor consideration for the coun- 
try, but gave freedom to a licentiousness 
of speech and a grossness.and vulgarity 
of manners that had no precedent 
among the public men of the country, 
did not authorize the country to expect 
that, on his geturn to public life, he would 
resume just where he left off six years ago. 
The vain, miserable monument of national 
forbearance and forgiveness thinks that his 
readmission to the public service is a com- 
mendation of his past life. He aspires to a 
higher posittion and looks forward to a res- 
toration to the office which was never dis- 
graced or dishonored save by himself. His 
speech was characteristic of the man,—wild, 
mean, and vulgar ;. extravagant, indecorous, 
and shameful.

Some time ago, Chicago, conscious that its 
world-wide fame for purity and piety made 
its engaging in missionary effort highly 
proper, decided to, evangelize the British 
Isles, So she sent forth her Moopy and her 
Sanxey. They have wrestled with Satan and 
overthrown him. Twenty-fve thousand 
British converts testify to the power of 
Moopy’s monologues and Saxxzx's songs. 
Chicago’s position, as the great centre of 
moral reform, has been triumphantly estab- 
" lished. 5 

Our two missionariés visited England on 
the invitation of two residents of York. Ar 
rived at that city, they found both their 
friends dead. Nothing daunted, they went 
to work on their own account, The sword 
of the Spirit” wielded by their dexterous 
hafids was soon destroying sin at a great 
rate in Edinburg. They almost converted 
Glasgow en masse, stopped on their way to 
Ulster to save a few smaller cities,” as it was 
sneeringly said, and then swept through Ire- 
land triumphantly. At Dublin they filfed the 
largest hall to overflowing. The whole popu- 
lation was excited. Cardinal Curl is- 
sued a pastoral against them, and two 
clowns caricatured them on the stage, 
but the clowns were hissed down 
and the Cardinal was ignored.

THE PROPOSED STATE CENSUS. 

A bill has been introduced intg the flinois 
House of Representatives provi for the 
taking of a State census this coming summer, 
and every ten years thereafter. This is the 
revival of an old scheme, whith experience 
proved to be a costly and useless investment 
of public money, unproductive of any good 
regult. The Constitution of 188 provided 
for the taking of a State census in the middle 
of each decade, but this provision was omit- 
ted from the Constitution of 1870, after ma- 
ture deliberation, and it was thought. 
that there would be nothing. more 
heard of it. The last census taken 
in Illinois under the auspices of 
the State—that of 1865—was so conspicn- 
ously incomplete and useless that it would be 
folly to repeat so recent 9 blunder. In that 
year the returns were sent to Springfield, and 
were there stowed away in an old lumber- 
room, where they may still be moldering, 
unless they have been used for kindling fires. 
The only use ever made of them was to get 
at the total footings, which were admitted to 
be totally untrustworthy; and it was conced- 
ed on all sides that the money which this 
census had cost had been literally thrown 
away. 

Now we would ask the author of this bill 
or some other member of the Legislature ta 
voring the present bill, what good purpose, 
State, political, or local, is to be subserved by 
taking a census this year? It cannot be for 
the purpose of apportionment, for the State 
Constitution expressly provides that every 
apportionment shall be made on the basis of 


the decezmial Federal census. What, then, 


is it expected to acopmplish? It cannot be 
for any special glorification of the State, 
since there has been no extraordinary growth 
in the State at large since the Fed- 
eral census of 1870; and, if there 
were, what good would it do to pro- 
mulgate the fact throughout the coun- 
try ata large expense? Can it be far the 
purpose of adding another ®Judge to Cook 
County? But this object can be more readily 
and cheaply attained bypassing a bill now 
pending, which enablés this county, on its 
own motion, to take a census. What has be- 
come of this bill? Has it been strangled in 
the interest of the State Census bill ? 

Can it be that this bill for a census has 
been introduced for the purpose of giving 
employment to some of the political retainers 
of the gentlemen who favor it? Unless this 
is the case, we shall expect the assignment of 
some good reason for taking a census at this 
time. We presume the author will an- 
swer that it cant be a job, because 
his bill provides for the payment 
of only one cent for every name registered. 
As there are about 2,750,000 people in the 
State, the work will cost at the very 
$27,50Q; and, in addition theretg, there will 
be large éxpenses for blanks, stationery, post- 
age, etc. It will be a job, therefore, just to 
the extent of its cost, since it is utterly use- 
less work, which should be dispensed with. 
The manner of taking 3 State census in the 
rural-districts is such as to render one cent a 
name ample compensation. One visit to the 
district school-house or village saleon usually 
suffices to prepare a list of names of the in. 


qhabitante of that‘district or village, and such 


lists, when prepared, are utterfy worthless. 
A striking illustration of the ess of 
this census-taking scheme is fMad in the 


| fact that the bill introduced simply provides 


for the registry of names and their return to 
the Secretary of State, without tequiring any 
further use to be made of them. After the 
census shall have been taken, and the $27,500 
paid to the census-takers, and as much more 
for blanks, stationery, and postage, the re- 
turns will be thrown together and carted off 
to the same place where the remnants of the 
unused. returns of 1865 still lie. The bill 
fails to provide for putting the returns to 
any use whatever, and simply because there 
is no use for them. The Legislature will 
scarcely commit itself to the tax-eating out- 
rage upon the people which the passage 
this bill would involve. 6 


The controversy concerning the teaching of 
German in public schools is spreading rapidly 
throughout the country. We have already 
noted the condition of the controversy in 
New York ; it has also reached Indianapolis, 
Detroig, Toledo, and other smaller cities. In 
Indianapolis the law requires that German be 
taught in any school whenever twenty-five of 
the patrons of such school demand it; and 
now there is # pressure brought to upon 
the Board to repeal the rule. It seems to be 
a pretty fair regulation, nevertheless, for 
twenty-fivé petitioners represent one good 
class for the study of German; but fhe, 
study should not be compulsory in 
any case, The argument made by 
the Indianapolis Staats-Zeitung in favor of it, 
that Switzerland has three official 
is very shallow; asthe Sentinel replies, so 
much the worse for Switzerland. This can 
be no precedent for having more than one 
recognized language for this country,-and the 
study of no other language should be com- 
pulsory in the public schools. In Detroit

This has been due to the shattered state of 
party organization at the time of the new 
party’s appearance; to the clearness of its 
aim,—the subjugation of the railroads to the 


people; and to its intimate connection with 


the pecuniary, political, and social interests 
of the largest class in the American com- 
munity. |

THE CIVIL-RIGHTS LAW. 

The charge of Judge Emmons, of the United 
States Circuit Court, to the Grand Jury at 
Memphis, in relation to the Civil-Rights bill, 
will not fail to attract the attention of the 
country. Judge Emmons is not a Southern 
man. He has lived all his life in Michigan ; 
and, in the selection of eminent lawyers to 
be Circuit Judges under the act of 1871, he 
was appointed because of his high standing 
and learning as a lawyer. He has never been 
a Democrat; was originally a Whig; and has 
bees a Republican since the was es- 
tablished,—more than twenty years ago: 
His circnit includes the States of Michigan, 
Ohio, Kentuck#, and Tennessee. 

The Civil-Rights bill makes it a penal and 
indictable offense for any District Attorney 
to fail to prosecute criminally any vidlation 
of the law, and the Grand Jury asked the 
direction of the Court upon this point. 
Judge Emmons therenpon delivered his 
charge, in which he declares that a denial to 
a negro of the full and equal enjoyment of 
accommodations, advantages, facilities, and 
privileges, at theatres and inns in Tennessee, 
is not an offegse over which Congress can 
give the United States Courts jurisdiction,— 
that it is a matter within the exclusive con- 
trol of the State. He said that, until the 
three recent amendments to the Constitution, 
the punishment of murder, arson, assault 
and battery, frauds, injuries to reputation, 
obstruction to right of attending church, 
schools, theatres, and forcing the right of be- 
ing accommodated in inns and by common 
carriers within the State, were matters not 
only not granted to the General Government, 
but in the Constitution itself expressly re- 
served to the States. The vast mass of civil 
and political rights rested entirely under 
State protection. Te this truism there was 
universal assent then and is now. Have the 
three amendments so revolutionized the 
character of the Government as to give to 
Congress the power of regulating the theatres 
and other places of amusement in Memphis 
and other cities of the Union? The Judge, 
after a cfreful examination of the three 
amendments, reaches the conclusion that they 
have in no wise changed the previous exclu- 
sive authority of the State over all such mat- 
ters. 
It will be noticed that in his argument 
Judge Emmons takes substantially the same 
legal objéctions to the law that were urged in 
the Senate by Senator Carpenter, of Wiscon- 
sin. This opinion of the Court as to the un- 
constitutionality of the Civil-Rights law is con- 
clusive as to any criminal prosecutions under 
that law in Tennessee. The Judge, however, 
invited all persons feeling themselves ag- 
grieved under the law to bring their civil ac- 
tions in the Court, so that the question might 
be carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for review and for final adju- 
dication.

A subseriber at Sigourney, Ia., writes Taz 
Curcaco Tarom desiring to know the 
points at issue between the German Govern- 
ment and the Roman Catholic Church, or be- 
tween Bismarck and the Pope.

The Rw 
of July 4, 1872y banishing the Jesuits from 
the German Empire. 3. The law of 1872, 
providing for a Governmental inspection of 
the public schools to prevent sectarian teach- 
ings, such as the confession and the dogma 
of infallibility. 

The specific or Farce laws, which were 
passed in 1873, are as follows: 1. Alaw pro- 
viding for a regular manner by which mep- 
bers might leave the Church. 2. A law for- 
bidding the Church to exercise civil penalties 
against property or personal freedom. 3. A. 
law providing for the disciplining of eccle- 
siastics under the supervision of the State, 
which forbids corporal. or secret punish- 
ments, and, provides for royal tribunals 
as courts of revision and appeal in 
ecclesiastical cases, thus securing redress 
for priests and laymen. 4. A law providing 
for the training and preliminary instruction 
of the clergy, the motive being to nationalize 
or Germanize them, and thus elevate them as 
public officials above the influence of Rome. 
5. A law making civil marriages obligatory.

THE SOUTH PARK CONDEMNATION CASE. 
To the #diter of The CA, Tyiiune: 

Outcaco, March 23.—In common with thou- 
sands of our citizens, the recent South Park 
condemnation case and the extraordinary award 
of the jury bave arrested my attention.

UNPLEASANT NEWS FOR PURCHASERS. 
A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by Joseph W. Drexel against Asa Vail, Ellen 
P. Vail, his wife, Rebecca A. Vail, widow 


of N. J. Vail, Margaret A. Vail, Mary E. + 


Vall, and Charles L. Cherry, whith will cause 
some apprehension among those who have been 


investing their spare earnings in lots in South 


Lyone. Drexel says that in December, 1869, 
being the owner of the north , of Sec. 19, 39, 14, 
containing 320 acres, he made a contract with 
Asa Vail and Nicholas J. Vail, his son, since 


"| @eceased, by which he agreed to sell them the 


above-mentioned land for $168,000, with interest 
at 6 per cent per annum. The interest, however, 
for the first year was fixed at $1,825. They 
agreed to subdivide the land and sell it at not 
teas than $600 an acre, and to take at least 20 
per cent of the purchase price in cash. The 
Vails were also to pay all expenses and special 
assessments, to pay over all sums received by 
them on sales, exceps 10 per cent, which was to 
be expended in improving the property, and to 
deliver to Drexel the contracts for deeds made 
with purchasers. In case the contract should 
be forfeited the 10 per cent was to be considered 
as the percentage or commission for sales. 

It was also agreed that, if the Vails should not, 
within the year 1870, make sales amounting to 
$40,000, or should not pay over $10,000 on cash 
payments, exclusive of the $1,825, the contraet 
should be void, and Drexel should keep and own 
the money and contracts of sale. Moreover, if 
thev were not able to sell $70,000 more of land 
in 1871, or pay over $21,000, inclusive of inter- 
est, then also the contrast wes to cease, avd, 
even though they kept their promises for 1870 
and 1871, if they failed to e the remaining 
parments so as to fully pay for the land

Drexel 
consented to the proposed .change, and 
it was then agreed that if the ea es for 1870 did 
not reach $40,000 the contract should not be 
forfeited, but the Vails should be allowed to 
make up the deficiency in 1871 in addition to the 
$70,000 due that year.

solvent, leaving as bis heirs his father. 
mother, and two sisters. Complainant also 
charges that the time for the performance 
of the contract has long since passed, but 
that some of the defendants still claim some in- 
terest in the land, and are from time to time 
making sales; that the duplicate contracts made 
with the purchasers have been left in the office 
of Vail & Son, and that they or the persons doing 
business under that name have received large 
sums of mouev on these contracts. Charles L. 
Cheney has charge of the office, and both he and 
Asa Vail refuse to give up these duplicete con- 
tracts. The latter, it is claimed, either in per- 
son or by his clerk or agent, has received a large 
amount of money, and appropriated it to bis own 
use, although he is totally insolvent. 

Complainant therefore asks that the contract 
may be, cancelled; that the defendants may be 
en joined from making any more sales or col/ect- 
ing avy sums on es already made, or from 
transferring the contracts, and that they may be 
compelled to account.

ANOTHER WITNESS DISCOVERED. 

Lately, Sergt. Fitzpatrick casually learned that 
the Hassetts, father and son, bad been to a for- 
tune teller’a and, thinkiug that the visit might 
be productive of some evidence which might 
bear upon the horrible river mystery. sought 
out the person, whom he found to be one Madame 
Ritter, said to live at No. 47 West Randolph 
street, but this is probably a mistake, as no such 
person of that name lives at that place. But 
the officer has her story, which is as follows: 

About two years ago ap old man and bis son 
called on the informant, and, after receiving 
two or three nudges from the boy, the old man 
asked her if a murder which bad been com- 
mitted would be found out. She told him to be 
more explicit, and be related to her that but 
a short time before he and a strange man 
had a quarrel, which ecded in the 
death of the latter. Madame Ritter told him he 
was not telling the truth, and be then said that 
his son had enticed a mau into their house, and, 
after getting bim drunk on beer, his son, in 
spite of the old man's remonstrances, robbed 
the stranger, and then cut off his head with a 
cleaver. The old man became frightened, and, 
in order to hide all evidences of the 
crime, helped his son to chop up the 
body, pack it in a barrel, and throw 
it into the river. The son denied that he had 
killed the map, and said tha his father bad dove 
it, and that he had helped to remove the re- 
mains. Madame Ritter did not divulge the ad- 
yice she gave ibe parties. Sergt. Fizpatrick 
will u.e ber asa witness.

A reporter called upon the old man Hassett 
at the County Jail, last evening, to learn what 
he had teBay about the report that he had con- 
teased the crime to Madame Ritter. 

The old geutleman was found in better spirits 
than usual, but suffering from a severe col In 
reply to inquiries, he stated that he never had 
visited a clairvoyant or fortune-teller but once 
in bis life, and that was before he came to Chi- 
cago. When be came from Canada to 
Detroit, years ago, be lost 2 
valuable cow. After e searching for 
several weeks to find her, he said he went to a 
fortune-teller to learn of her whereabouts. The 
woman took a bottle and held it up to the light, 
and, looking through it, told him his cow was 
frequenting a certain piece of woods near by. 
He found ber in a iew days just where 
he had been told she was, adding, and I be- 
liewe I would bave found ber anybow.” 

The query as to his visiting Madame Ritter, to 
which was added the report that he had con- 
fessed the crime to her, was repeated. At the 
mention of the words ‘confessed the 
crime,” the old man manifested great uneasiness, 
and, putting his hand to his face, turned nerv- 
ously upon his seat. In a moment, however. 
he recovered himself, and was ready for a reply. 
Raising his head, be looked the questioner 
straight in the face, with his eyes 
suffused with tears, and implored God to witness 
that he told the truth. He co tinued in his 
deoial of ever having visited Madame Ritter or 
any one else. 

During a further conversation, the prisoner 
was very bitter in denouncing his son’s conduct 
and general character. He said be had been re-

OBITUARY. 
LORENZO SANGER. 

Another old citizen has gone. Lorenzo P. 
Sanger, one of the oldest and best known cit- 
izens of this State, died yesterday at Oakland, 
Cal., where he had gone for bis health. 

He came to this State in 1836, and since that 
time has been one of its most active, energetic, 
and influential men. He was one of the original 
contractors on the Illinois & Michigan Canal, 
and has been engaged in the construction of 
many of the most important public improve- 
ments in the Northwest. 

He was for a long iod a member of the 
Illinois islature, was one of the most 
active and influential men in that body. He 
always took a great interest in politics, was a 
ready and graceful writer, a good manager, spd 
was recognized as one of the leading Democrats 
in the State, Few men could make more rapid 
combinations, and he was generally selected by 
that party as its manager in its different con- 
yertions. He was the intimate friend of 

enator Douglas, and, when the War of the 
Rebellion broke out, although nearly 60 years 
of age, and infirm in bealth, he joined the Fed- 
eral army, 4nd remained in the field until failing 
health compelled him to return to his home, 

He was a man of good address, of genial so- 
cial qualities, a warm friend and a bitter enemy; 
always ready to make great personal sacrifices 
for the one, and to put himself out of the way 
to settle accounts with the other. 

Few men bave led a more active life or have 
been more widely known and respected. Those 
who remember bim when in his prime will recall 
a man of fine personal appearance, of indomita- 
bie will, of easy address, and of marked social 
qualities. Those who haye only known. him in 
the later years of his Me will remember bis 
many good qualities, his generous and kindly 
nature, his lively interest in all that concerned 
his family and friends, and the anbounded hos- 
pitality of his nature,
